This all-prevailing sentiment is doubt- 
less responsible for some of the utter- 
ances of Admiral Dewey quoted in an 
interview published today, in which he 
declared that the navy of the United 
States is superior to the navy of Ger- 
many. He goes even farther and de- 
clares that the United States navy is 
the greatest in the world, giving as his 
reason that every man in it is a man of 
intelligence, 

German Navy Not Equal to Ours. 

“The German navy,” he declares, “is 
an entirely different organization tm its 
make-up of human material. I have 
made a deep study of that navy. My be- 
lief is that its efficiency in possible action 
is greatly overestimated. The men do 
not begin to compare in education and 
intelligence with the Americans.” 

Thereupon Admiral Dewey proceeds to 
reveal some very interesting official se- 
crets. He declares that the maneuvers in 
the Caribbean sea were not only success- 
ful, but were the greatest object lesson 
of the kind that the world has probably. 
ever seen. 

“It was an object lesson to the kaiser 
more than to any other person,”’ he de- 
clares. “Think of it! Fifty-four war- 
ships were engaged. Germany could not 
possibly get a fleet over here that could 
fight such an aggregation of warships as 
that.”’ 

While Admiral Dewey does not say 80, 
in just those words his interview carries 
the inference that the maneuvers were 
designed especially for just that purpose. 
This is a corroboration of information 
published in The Constitution at the time 
which I received from the highest offi- 
clal sources, but which, for diplomatic 
reasons, could not be fathered by any 
of the responsible officials of the govern- 
ment. It can be again stated without 
fear of contradiction that the special pur- 
pose of President Roosevelt in providing 
that the maneuvers should be held in 
the Caribbean sea at the time the Ger- 
man fleet was getting busy about Vene- 
zuela and that the motive which influ- 
enced Admiral Taylor, chief of the bu- 
reau of navigation, in planning those ma- 
neuvers was that they should be an ob- 
ject lesson to the Gérman empire. <Ac- 
cording to Admiral Dewey, they perform- 
ed the special service for which they 
were designated, and they did it admira- 
bly.

Great Volume of Water. 


of water 16 feet 
and over 600 feet in length is 
pouring steadily through a cre- 
vasse in the levee 5 miles south of here 
and is flooding thousands of acres of the 
finest farming land in the celebrated 
Yazoo delta, regarded by many to be the 
most fertile in the world. 

The break in the levee occurred at It 
o’clock this morning and the roar of the 
rushing waters can easily be heard in 
Greenville. Only 200 feet of the embank- 
ment gavé way at first and a mighty 
effort was made by hundreds of laborers 
in charge of the government engineers 
to check the rushing flood by cribbing 
and sacking, but it was soon apparent 
that it was beyond human power to suc- 
cessfully combat the resistless fury of the 
current. An hour later it was seen that 
the ends of the levee on either side of 
the crevasse were melting fast, the force 
of the current cutting the embankment 
away as though it were built of sand. 

When the first report of the break 
reached this city the excitement wag in- 
tense and many people oegan to collect 
their valuables and held themselves in 
readiness to move away ut a moment's 
notice. Tonight the back water has 
reached this city, but it is believed there 
is no danger here from the flood, as the 
water will pass rapidiy to the south- 
ward. 

Major John M. Sears, who has charge 
of the government office here in the 
absence of Captain Potter, of the third 
levee district, who is ill, @ an interview 
tonight stated that the break is unques- 
tionably the worst in the history of the 
levee system. He says the entire delta 
south as far as Vicksburg will be inun- 
dated and the fine farming lands in Wash- 
ington. Bolivar and Sharkey counties will 
be under water for more than two weeks. 

This is the first break to be reported 
on the Mississippi side since the pres- 
ent rise began. 

Maor Sears says a desperate struggle 
is being made to prevent the further 
widening of the breach by revetting the 
ends of the levee and strengthening them 
with sand sacks. It is feared that this 
will not be accomplished, as the breach 
is widening rapidly. Reports from the 
interior are very meager, but it is be- 
lieved the people were fully prepared for 
3 break and the loss of life, if any, will 
be reduced to a minimum. While a 
great number of planters have sent their 
stock to higher land, others have not 
taken this precaution and the loss in 
this direction may be quite heavy. The 
damage to plantations and the interfer- 
ence with planting cannot be esimated.

George -W. Perkins, the witness said, 
represented Mr, Morgan at these confer- 
ences, while Mr. Gates was the principal 
on the other side. ‘‘We had nothing to do 
with the relations of the various roads,’ 
the witness said. ‘““‘We were discussing 
the possibility of obtaining the Louisville 
and Nashville stock, and we talked of 
nothing else."’ 

John F. Harris, of Harris, Gates & Co., 
said that when the option was sold to J. 
P. Morgan & Co. his firm controlled 206,000 
shares, and that the price paid was 108 
to 110. ‘“‘We got 130 for 100,000 shares and 
115 for the remaining 106,80.”

Boston. March 27.—The gymnasium of 
the Boston Athletic Association today 
was alive with club members, Harvard 
men and their friends, who came to wit- 
ness the play in the fifth annual in- 
ternational cable chess match between 4 
team of six men picked from the chess 
clubs of Columbia, Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton universities and a team drawn 
from Cambridge and Oxford. Play in 
the contest, which is to last for two 
days, was begun after the exchange of 
courtesies. At the close of the day the 
Britons had one point and the Americans 
fiad none.

break will not-be heavy, as the country 
Was already partially inundated and the 
rise of water will necessarily be accom- 
panied with little force. 

The situation at several points on the 
Arkansas side, where the levee was con- 
sidered to be in a critical condition, will 
probably be greatly improved because of 
the breaks on the opposite side in drain- 
ing off the water and relieving the pres- 
Sure at the points where the strain was 
the greatest. 

IN THEIR DESPERATION, 
PEOPLE CUT THE LEVEES 

New Orleans, March 27.—Interest in the 
flood situation here today centered in the 
break at Hymelia, near La., 40 
miles above the clty, and the disastrous 
crevasse reported south of Greenville. 
Cotton men felt especial concern with re- 
spect to the latter and the announcement 
in private dispatches, which were cir- 
culated on the floor of the 
change that 100,000 acres of the 
delta land would probably go under wa- 
ter, created a _ feeling of depression. 
While this break will doubtless 
decline in the river in the 
Greenville and for a considerable distance 
south, relieving the strain on the Louisi- 
ana levees in the fifth district, it is fur- 
ther unfortunate in that the water which 
through must inevitably return to 
the Mississipp! through the thus 
prolonging the period of high water south 
of that point. 

Trains Move as Usual. 

The Texas and Pacific, whose line 
2 miles back from the break, has not thus 
far been affected. Passenger and freight 
trains were moved as but 
trouble is likely to occur at any time if 
the crevasse is not immediately closed. 
The Soutnern Pacific is further away, 
but back water would seriously interfere 
with traffic along that line if the break 
continues to run. It is expected at the 
Illinois Central office that through traffic 
over the Mississippi Valley will be sus- 
pended as a result of the disaster south 
of Greenville. 

The belief that the Hvmelia levee was 
cut in order to relleve other sections is 
strong. It has resulted in increased 
vigilance along the levees in both the 
LaFourche and Pontchatrain § districts, 
and any attempt to repeat the action at 
Hymela is likely to be followed by blood- 
shed if the perpetrators are caught. The 
river has fallen consrderably in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Hymelia and the strain 
has been materially lessened on the levees 
on the east bank of the river. 

The Orleans levee board continues its 
patrol of the local front. The work of 
strengthening moves forward without 
abatement, 

GREAT CREVASSE IS CUT 
IN LEVEE NEAR VICKSBURG 

Vicksburg, Miss., March 27.—The sec- 
ond crevasse of the day on the Mississippi 
occurred at Albemarle levee in lower 
Issaquena county at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon. Backwater from Steeles bayou 
had alreday spread all over that section 
and was within 6 feet of the levee’s crown. 
consequently not much damage will re- 
sult. Reports from there tonight state 
that the gap is several hundred feet wide, 
but as the water is running through with 
very little force it can probably be clos€d. 
The Albemarle levee was an Old piece 
of work and had been displaying danger 
signals for a week past. 

Telephone messages from Mayersville 
report that the levee three-quarters of 
a mile north of that place is sloughing 
badly and that a large crack has ap- 
peared in the embankment. Men and 
materia] under Inspector Heigler was 
rushed to the scene and it is hoped that 
the danger can be averted. 

Locally the situation is unchanged ex- 
cept that the river again came to a stand 
today at 51.8, two tenths below the 1897 
maximum. 

The breaks in Washington and Issa 
quena counties will cause a suspension 
of traffic on the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley railroad north of this city, the 
tracks for 10 miles or more having al- 
ready been covered by water to a depth 
of 20 inches.

CLAIMS ROAD IS FIRST CLASS 


LaGrange Objects to Decision of Rail- 
road Commission. 

TaGrange, Ga., March 27.-—(Special.)— 
The Atlanta and West Point railroad 
having ‘been redueed by the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia from the first ctass 
to the second class of railroad ratings 
will, accordingly, be permitted to in- 
crease its freight charges. 

Many of the cities along the line of 
the road objected to this classification by 
the commission and the LaGrange board 
of trade made a vigorous fight, basing 
their opposition on the following 
grounds: 

It was claimed that the 
formiy paid on its stock of $1,232,200 a 
dividend of 6 per cent for more than 
twenty vears. That during that time the 
property has so increased in value ow- 
ing to betterments continually added, 
that stockholders are now drawing 12 
per cent per annum, the additional 
amount being on bonds distributed free 
to stockholders twenty vears ago. That 
three or four years ago the company 
paid its stockholders an extra dividend 
of 25 per cent. It is stated that the orig- 
inal holdings have enhanced in value 
from $100 to $290, despite annua! dividends 
paid of 12 per cent. It is stated that last 
year the road laid aside a reserve fund 
of $90,964.38 and a further surplus of 
$13,100.15, and left a balance in cash as- 
sets and materials on hand of $329,576.99. 
It is held that the road was put in the 
first class in 1897 and that each year 
since then the earnings have increased. 
It is claimed that only one road in Geor- 
gia earns more per mile than the At- 
lanta and West Point. The order of the 
commission gives as the reason for ad- 
vancing the rates that the railroad 
wishes, among other things, acquire 
additional terminal facilities.

Washington, March 2i.—Captain John 


J. Pershing. Fifteenth infantry, who has | 


been in command in the Moro country, 
has written a letter under date of Camp 
Vickers, January 28, to a personal friend 
i nthe war department, in which he 
gives in detail interesting facts in con- 
nection with the disturbances 


he was placed in charge of Moro affairs 
by General Davis because he (Pershing) 


apparently could get along with them. 


he worked on the theory that it was nec- 
essary to establish mutual confidence be- 
tween the Moros and the United States, 
“If we are to govern them without a lot 
of trouble,"’ he endeavored to demon- 
strate to them that the Tnited Stutes 1s 
their friend, having no desire to carry 
thei off into slavery or to take anythirg 
belonging to them without paving for it. 
This, he writes, is all contrary te what 
they have been accustomed to in the 
past. The Spaniards and the Moros couual 
not get along together well. The 


the Spaniards tried to civilize them by 
seizing and baptizing some of them. 
There were atrocities committed on both 
sides as a result of these differences. 
Captain Pershing says the Moros do not 
realize any other kind of a government 
than a one-man power. The question of 
slavery is intimately connected with their 
relfgion and ig something of a vassalage 


or serfdom and not slavery as known in | 


this country. He thinks it is a subject 
that should remain untouched ‘until it is 
understood better. The Moros, he writes 
should have a government which they 
can understand and it should ‘be the pol- 
icy of the United States to let it alone 
and. to make each sultan and datto re- 
sponsible for the acts of his people. 

‘“‘We cannot afford,’’ he says, ‘‘to tear 
down their established form of govern- 
ment without giving them something bet- 
ter and I] fear it will be a long time be- 
fore this can be done.”’

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, March 27.--Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say> 

“Weather, erops, distributive § trade, 
transportation and even collections show 
improvement this week. The price situa- 
tion shows few important changes, but 
so far as actual indications are con- 
cerned demand shows no curbing as a 
result of increased cost. Railway earn- 
ings continue excéllent, those for the 
third week of March showing the enor- 
mous gain of 17 per cent in gross. An 
abundance of moisture in the form of 
rains fell in the west and northwest last 
week. This has put the ground in good 
shape for spring planting. Jobbing distri- 
bution of dry goods, clothing, notions, 
millinery, hardware and shoes shows a 
large aggregate, though spring trade has 
probably reached its maximum at leading 
western centers. Fall business is now be- 
ginning to be sought. 

“Tron and steel are active and the de- 
mand still surpasses the supply. The 
tendency is still toward increased 
strength in finished products, a strength- 
ening element being the upward tendency 
of British and German markets. Wire 
and nails note marked strength. In the 
cruder forms the feature is the better 
demand for pig iron at Chicago and Pitts- 
burg and higher prices for steel billets 
at leading centers. A curious develop- 
ment is the sale of some Lake Superior 
chareoal fron to France. Lumber con- 
tinues active, with deliveries unequal to 
requirements.
